[l. And be it further oꝛdained, That no perſon oꝛ perſons 
called Stage Coachmen, either coming to the City of Lon- 
don ſt plates adjacent, 02 going out of the ſame into remote 
places, ſhall within the As Ms wozk 02 let their 
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Coach, Carroach, and Hoꝛſes to hire, foꝛ any other Jour⸗ 
neys then foꝛ the uſual and common Stages only, and not 
otherwiſe, upon pain to foꝛfeit and pay foꝛ every offence 
li ve pounds.

VII. And be it further oꝛdained, That in any Action, Bill 
oꝛ Plaint to be commenced foꝛ any fozfeiture oꝛ penalty ap⸗
